The  upper  division  consists  of  a 
gold  hooded  white  falcon,  the  school  athletic  emblem;  the  white 
Saxifrage  within  a  wreath  of  saxifrage  leaves,  the  seal  of  1900;  and 
a  golden  sun  shining  over  a  seedling  bursting  through  a  rocky  cover. 
The  lower  division  contains  two  open  books.  On  the  left  is  a  book 
inscribed  with  ARS,  symbolizing  the  fields  of  the  Arts.  On  the  right 
is  a  book  inscribed  with  the  word  SCIENTIA,  symbolizing  the  fields 
of  Science.  The  numbers  18  and  9^  show  our  date  of  incorporation  as 
a  state  school.  Finally,  the  word  Perseverantia,  "achievement 
brought  about  by  quiet  will"  became  the  School  Motto  in  June,  1900.
